Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed indefiniteness of the term "a polypeptide having the 
amino acid sequence expressed by a recombinant cell." The examiner suggested limiting the claim to a polypeptide 
having the amino acid sequence encoded by the deposited clone minus the signal peptide. The examiner viewed the 
term "a polypeptide having the amino acid sequence expressed by a recombinant cell" the same as he would view 
term "mature polypeptide." Recitation of "mature polypeptide" is broader than recitation of "a polypeptide lacking the 
signal peptide." An after final amendment to limit the claims as suggested above by the examiner would probably be 
entered, but the examiner could not say definitively that the amendment would or would not be entered. 
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
